The  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  rose  to  65 0  during 
the  year  and  included  the  purchase  of  14  privately  owned  houses.

Rodent  Control 

Treatments  were  carried  out  as  necessary  on  refuse  tips  and 
sewage  disposal  works.  No  infestations  were  recorded  in  the 
sewerage  systems. 


Sewerage 

No  new  work  in  connection  with  sewerage  systems  was  carried 
out  during  the  year  but  preparatory  work  was  started  in  connection 
with  a  new  sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  the 
village  of  West  Lutton.  It  is  unlikely  however,  for  financial 
reasons,  that  this  work  will  be  started  during  the  coming  year. 

The  fifteen  village  sewage  disposal  works  in  operation 
continued  to  give,  generally,  good  results. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  new  pulverisor  plant  was  completed  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year  and  all  household  refuse  collected  in  the  district  is 
taken  to  the  pulverisor  in  Malton. 

The  service  was  improved  by  introducing  a  bark  door  collectio: 
and  this  service  is  appreciated.
